The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the Office Action mailed on 9/24/2004, has 
been withdrawn due to applicant's comments that "neither reference , either alone or in 
combination, teaches or suggests that combining the specific taxane derivative of the 
present invention with doxorubicin would result in a cancer treatment having a cardio- 
toxicity profile that is superior to known combinations."
